Nixon, Rafferty, Hanna 
Win Campus Mock Vote 


A mock election held at Santa 
Ana College last week gave Nix- 
on the presidency, Max Rafferty 
edged Cranston, and Democrat 
Conzressman Richard T. Hanna 
was re-elected over GOP chal- 
lenger Bill Teague. 

Only three of the 10 proposi- 
tions of the state ballot won ap- 
proval but the 79 cent tax over- 
ride in the Santa Ana Unified 
School District won by a good 
margin — 61 per cent of the 
vote. 

The student body at SAC vot- 
ed Tuesday and Wednesday of 
last week and 55 8 per cent fav- 
ored Nixon for the Presidency. 
Wallace received 11.8 per cent 
while Vice President Hubert 
Humphrey received 24.2 per cent 
of the vote. 


Peace and Freedom Party gar- 
nered only 1.9 per cent of the 
vote while 6.8 per cent accounted 
for write-in votes. 

Max Rafferty edged Alan 
Cranston with 46.5 per cent; 
Cranston 45.2 per cent and Peace 
and Freedom Candidate Paul 
Jacobs received only 8.3 per cent 
of the vote. 

Congressman Richard T. Han- 
na (D-34th) showed surprising 
strength in the balloting as he 
racked up 57 per cent of the vote 
to Republican challenger Bill 
Teague’s 43 per cent. 


Assemblyman Robert Burke 
(R-70th) walloped Democratic 
opponent Jim Benson with a 61 
per cent majority.

MBQ, Yardbirds Paved 


British Blues Avenues

As the trend toward American 
music, especially blues, began de- 
eloping during the early 1960’s, 
The Metropolitan Blues Quartet 
emerged as one of the leading 
exponents of tha tmovement. 

Combining the talents of Eric 
Clapton on guitar, Keith Relf on 
vocals and harp, Paul Samwell- 
Smith on bass, and Jim McCarty 
on drums, the MBQ was instru- 
mental in exposing the British 
population to hard-core Chicago 
biues. 

Unlike the majority of British 
bands performing at the time, the 
MBQ drew upon what was then 
an “underground” music; name- 
ly the low-down, dirty blues. In 
fact, the only other group play- 
ing the blues for money in that 
period was the Rolling Stones. 

Of course the spine-tingling 
guitar playing of Eric ‘“Slow- 
hand” Clapton needs no _intro- 
duction. Even in his early career 
as guitarist for the MBQ, the 
Clapton style was lauded far 
and wide. Keith Relf, even today, 
is considered to be a _ highly 
agile and talented bluesman. He 
is at home singing any number, 
and is an extraordinary harp 
player. The rhythm section of 
the MBQ was comprised of two 
young, but veteran English 
musicians; Paul Samwell-Smith 
and Jim McCarty. 

A short while after the incep- 
tion of the MBQ, Clapton left 
because of what he called, “‘com- 
mercial pressures”. The group 
then acquired the talented serv- 
ices of Jeff Beck on lead guitar 
and Chris Dreja on rhythm gui- 
tar. The name _ Metropolitan 
Blues Quartet was dropped in 
favor of a new title, The Yard- 
birds.

Relf, Dreja, Samwell-Smith, and 
McCarty cut two others entitled 
“Having A Rave-Up With The 
Yardbirds” and ‘“Over-Under- 
Sideways-Down’’. All three are 
excellent examples of inventive 
British blues renderings. 

After their third LP, Beck and 
Samwell-Smith left the group, 
and Jimmy Page was acquired as 
lead guitarist, while Chris Dreja 
took over bassist. The group, 
once again a quartet, cut the 
“Little Games” album for Epic. 

Now the Yardbirds have drift- 
ed into obscurity in England. 
Beck is heading a great blues 
band, and Clapton has passed 
through John Mayall’s Blues- 
breakers and Cream since leaving 
the MBQ. The group never did 
receive the recognition they de- 
served, but then very group ever 
do.

ASSAC Supreme Court 


The Supreme Court of Santa 
Ana College is probably our most 
unusual institution. It is the most 
inactive, forgotten, and insignifi- 
cant branch; while at the time 
being the most powerful, and ul- 
timately the most feared. 


Several years ago, the Supre- 
me Court was extremely active 
in handling campus traffic cita- 
tions. The problem was, that on 
at least three successive occas- 
sions the student prosecutor did 
not show up and therefore the 
Justices were forced to dismiss 
the cases against the arraigned 
students. The Administration 
proceeded to deprive the student 
court of handling such citations. 


Thereafter the court remained 
largely inactive except for a dy- 
namic case in 1966-67 in which 
AMS President Andy Jackman 
challenged the election which 
saw Randy Smith elected Student 
Bedy President. 


In the May elections of 1968 
the Court reached what may well 
be it’s highlight of the decade. 
It was an extremely dramatic 
fight over the conducting of the 
elections then in progress. 


The two opponents, Senate 
President Pro - Tempore Bud 
Marsh and ASSAC Vice Presi- 
dent Gary Young were two very 
formidable candidates. A series 
of four cases were brought to the 
court. The first case was brought 
against incumbent President Tom 
Fuentes for giving Marsh forces 


a one day jump in putting up 
campaign signs. Fuentes, the 
only ASSAC President in history 
to be elected to two terms, was 
officially ‘‘censored’ by the 
Court. 


A second case was brou sht up 
against the El Don and dropped 
quickly only to be brought forth 
minutes later in a third case. The 
cases, incidentally, lasted from 
8:00 a.m. to 2:00 p.m. for sev- 
eral days. 


The El Don and President 
Fuentes were charged with un- 
fairly aiding the Marsh cam- 
paign. The Court, acting on no 
set law, but rather on what Chief 
Justice Dumper called the ‘‘feel- 
ing of the law” postponed the 
election for a week’s time. 


The postponement, according 
to many student leaders, won 
Young the election (by 26 votes). 
President Fuentes was also told, 
without any legal basis, that he 
was unable to endorse a candi- 
date for office and was ordered 
to retract his statement. He re- 
fused. 


The main result at the time 
was that the Supreme Court had 
shown itself to be superior in 
power to the Chief Executive 
(who had appointed its mem- 
bers). It is interesting to note 
that this year the Scnators passed 
a law enabling them to override 
any Supreme Court decision by 
a two-thirds vote.
